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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the Hoffberg reference fails 
to teach the claim 39 limitation of "selecting a process for obtaining the needed performance content from at least one of a plurality of 
performance transmitters based on global positioning system (GPS) information". Examiner respectfully disagrees. As stated in the Final 
Office Action, Beach et al teach "selecting a process for obtaining the needed performance content" as taught in col. 7 lines 3-44, by 
disclosing the implementation selecting a filtering processes for obtaining the performance content based on object type and attribute 
values. Hoffberg fruther teaches selecting content to obtain based on location/geographical information received from a GPS system 
(col. 129 lines 1-7). Thus the combined teachings of Beach et al and Hoffberg make obvious the selection of a filtering process for obtaining 
information based on certain attributes of the content such as, geographic location, wherein the location information is based on data 
received from a GPS system. Applicant's arguments are therefore unpersuasive. 
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
